For best returns from each dol- 
lar spent for fertilizer for cotton 
the Experiment Station of the Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute, Au- 
burn, has made recommendations 
Which are based upon hundreds of 
experiments conducted at Auburn 
and in cooperation with farmers 


throughout the State, 


“The best fertilizer for an acre 
of cotton on Alabama soils,” said 
the recommendation, “is 400 
pounds of 16 per cent superphos- 
phate, 50 pounds of nitrate of so- 
da or 40 pounds of sulfate of am- 
monia, and 50 pounds of muriate 
of potash on each acre before 
planting; and apply 150 pounds of 
either nitrate of soda or nitrate of 
lime as a side-dressing at first eul- 
tivation after chopping. Apply be- 


fore any squares appear.” 


The recommendation issued a 
caution about sulfate of ammonia. 
“It may. be used in planting ap- 
plication provided the side-dress- 
ing is either nitrate of soda or 


nitrate of lime,” it said. 


Ingredients applied at planting 
should be mixed thoroughly just 
before applying. “Do not let fer- 
tilizer and seed come in contact,” 


was another caution issued, 


Smaller amounts of fertilizer 
than the above may be used by 


applying the ingredients listed and 
in the proportions named. 


While holding fast to home mix- 
ing of these ingredients the ree- 
ommendation said that ‘farmers 
who use. ready-mixed fertilizer 


may approximate the Auburn 


Method by applying 12-8-5 (3 per 
cent ammonia which is 244 per 


cent nitrogen) before planting and 


side-dress with either nitrate of 
soda or nitrate of lime at the rate 


of 30 pounds for each 100 pounds 
of 12-8-5 applied under the cot- 
ton.”’ 

County Agents throughout the 
State are recommending this ferti- 
lizer because scientific research has 
revealed that it is best.

Alabama Power Company will ex- 
pend approximately $10,000,000 in 
Alabama in its 1931 construction 
and operating program, Thomas W.

The extension of transmission 
and distribution systems for the 
connection of new customers and 
communities will absorb the bulk 
of the $5,000,000 set aside for con- 
struction purposes, The remaining 
$5,000,000 will be expended for 
operation, including materials, sup- 
plies, wages and taxes, 


“Our construction and operating 
budgets for 1931 haye been estab- 
lished as essential to proyide ade- 
quate and efficient service to our 
customers”, Mr. Martin stated. “In 
addition, we plan to sell increased 
amounts of preferred stock, elec- 
tric equipment, and electric service 
to the people of Alabama.
